G.S.R. 1725. —In exercise of the powers conferred by section 3 of the Essential 
Commodities Act, 1955 (10 of 1955), the Central Government hereby makes the 
following Order further to amend the Foodgrains (Prohibition of Use in Manu¬ 
facture of Starch) Order, 1966, namely:— 

1. This Order may be called the Foodgrains (Prohibition of Use in Manu¬ 
facture of Starch) Amendment Order, 1969. 

2. In sub-clause (2,) of clause 1 of the Foodgrains (Prohibition of Use in 
Manufacture of Starch) Order, 1966, the words, “except the State of Jammu and 
Kashmir" shall be deemed to have been omitted with effect from the 15th 
August, 1968,

Explanatory Memorandum 

The following is only an explanatory memorandum and does not form part 
of the Order:— 

The Essential Commodities Act, 1955 (10 of 1955), came into force In the State 
of Jammu and Kashmir with effect from 15th August, 1968. All Orders relating 
to foodstuffs issued by the Central Government before 15th August, 1968, which 
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were applicable to the whole Of India (except the State of Jammu and Kashmir) 
became automatically applicable to the State of Jammu and Kashmir also with 
effect from 15th August, 1968, notwithstanding the fact that these Orders express¬ 
ly state that they shall pot apply to Jammu and Kashmir. Strictly speaking, 
therefore, there is no need to amend the Foodgrains (Prohibition of Use in 
Manufacture of Starch) Order, 1966. However, the amendment is being carried 
out to avoid any confusion that might arise. No-one will be adversely affected 
by deeming this Order to have come into force on 15t!h August, 1968.
